Holos won't forget First National Bank 



George Halas of the Chicago Bears came very close in 
the early 1930's to losing the football team he has built his 
reputation on. 

But thanks to the financial aid of C.K. Anderson, then 
the president of the First National Bank of Antioch, Halas 
was able to purchase his partner Dutch Sternaman's half 
of the team for $32,000. 

In the Dec. 5 issue of Sports Illustrated, Halas explained 
his predicament which occurred in the Depression era. 

HALAS SAID HE WANTED to buy out his partner, but 
to do that he needed to pledge everything, including his 
half of the team. The deal was that if Halas could not get 
the $32,000 in time, Sternaman would get the Bears. 
Simple. 

But because of the hard times, Halas said he just could 
not raise the last $5,000 he needed. 

However, in 1928 he said he invested in a development in 



Antioch and he knew Anderson, who was the founder of 
the First National Bank in 1925, (Anderson died in 1948 at 
the age of 81 and was very active in civic and local 
political affairs.) 

HALAS DECIDED TO VISIT Anderson and went to the 
bank president's office on LaSalle St. in Chicago. He 
explained his problem and Anderson agreed to loan Halas 
the $5,000 he needed. 

"I got the money to Sternaman five minutes before I
